mad fiddler recently played 
and danced his way through 
a stint at the QUIET KNIGHT. 
Enchanting his audience, 

a la The Pied Piper, and 
equally at home behind a 
fiddle, guitar and accor- 
dian, he can be loud and 
raunchy doing NATURAL MAN, 
BATTLE OF NEW ORLEANS, LOU- 
ISIANA MAN, or soft and ten- 
der singing about his mo- 
ther MOMMA RITA. 

Gaining popularity via 
guest stints on the JOHNNY 
CARSON SHOW and the JOHNNY 
CASH SHOW, he says, "If it 
wasn't for TV I wouldn't 
be where I am. If you ap- 
pear on television, you 


can become immediately re- 
cognized, more so than when 
you are on radio." 

Talking with KERSHAW we 
found him to be very honest 
and outspoken. "I didn't 
know how big a person 

could get if he really 
tried. If you settle for 
something less, then you 
start going down, but now 
my goals are high, I'll die 
reaching for them, and 
that's beautiful if you see 
LESS 

"Never forget for a minute 
what you're doing and why 
you're doing it. The why 
of it is more important 
than knowing where. You 
don't have to<know where 
you're at, but know why 
you're there. I'm here at 
this club for myself, be- 
cause I want to share some- 
thing l've got, and when 
you find yourself, you be- 
come a useful human being." 
And with that we can only 
agree.

OSIBISA ~ Osibisa 

Decca - DL 75285 

In the same way in which 
Santana unleashed a new 
sound upon an unsuspecting 
public, called by observers 
"Chicano-rock". Osibisa 
(Ssibéesa) , a seven man 
band from Africa, has given 
birth to what might be 
called, "Afro/jazz/rock". 
The group, actually four 
West Aftricans and three 
West Indians, combine their 
talents to provide a good, 
solid, first effort. 

Of the seven cuts on the 
album, no two are alike. 
Each cut is in a different 
vein but remain connected 
by the driving percussion 
and rhythmn sections. 

The first cut, "The Dawn" 
serves as a good intro- 
duction to the LP. The 
flute solo by Teddy Osei, 
also co-author of this se- 
lection, was particularly 
impressive. Comparisons 

to Santana are inescape- 
able, and this song is one 
example. The tight percus- 
sion is clearly evident in 
this cut. In "Music for 
Gong Gong", the second cut, 
the tight percussion seque- 
nce is even more apparent. 
This is accented by the 
driving force of the song 
and the uncluttered riffs. 
This song's clarity makes 
it one of the best songs on 
the album. On "Ayiko Bia", 
the African vocals make the 
distinct difference between 
songs. In this song it is 
also evident that no matter 
what they play, Osibisa 
cannot escape that African 
style which already distin- 
guishs them from most new 
groups. On side two, the 
first cut, "Akwaaba", seems 
to be a little less Afro- 
orientated than the rest. 
The influence is still there 
but to a lesser degree. 
"Oranges" seems to have the 
greatest Jazz influence on 
the album. The guitar work 
by Wendell Richardson is 
the thing to note here. 
Possibly the best song on 
the album, "Phallus C" is 
also one of the longest. 
This song provides the group 


last song on the album, 
"Think About the People" is 


the only message song on it. 


Its pleas for brotherhood 
are a bit "trendy" but can 
be overlooked if one concen- 


trates on the incredible 
treatment of the music.

ing point for many groups

/Jazz type music. But then, 


with every good, successful 
LP there comes a herd of 


cheap imitations.

BERT SOMMER — BDS5082 
What better way to start 
the summer off than with 
BERT SOMMER, who could 

be the hottest new talent 
this year. He is a versa- 
tile young man with a re- 
freshing style, which is 
quite evident on his new 
album, BERT SOMMER. It's 
great to hear songs and 
be able to understand ev- 
ery word, and not have the 
background music louder 
than the vocals, but dis- 
tributed evenly. SOMMER 
has a nice, pleasant voice 
doing, among others, PEO- 
PLE GOT TO BE FREE, NEW 
ORLEANS, and two of his 
own compositions, which 
have to be the two most 
meaninfgul and best cuts 
on the album, THE PEOPLE 
WILL COME TOGETHER and 
YOU'VE GOT TO BE CARE- 
FULLY TAUGHT. SOMMER'S 
writing and style prove 
he has the makings of 

I took 
to this album the first 
time, and you will too!

CAROLYN is credited with 
giving DYLAN his first 
break. "I'm real proud I 
recorded a song of his, and 
he's been on some of my 
sessions, as I love him 
dearly." 

CAROLYN was at her peak in 
1967 but dropped her own 
career to marry record pro- 
ducer DAVE BLUME and go in- 
to producing with him. Not 
totally content without per- 
forming CAROLYN decided to 
make a "comeback" in 1971. 
CAROLYN recently re-estab- 
lished herself with Chi- 
cago audiences when she 
made an appearance at the 
OLD TOWN SCHOOL OF FOLK MU- 
SIC, at the request of her 
friend JANIE MEYER. 

"Right now I don't believe 
in mixing politics with 
music, because I'm too de- 
pressed, and I think the 
country is depressed too, 
politically. I need a lit- 
tle inspiration along those 
lines, and perhaps it's 
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the performer who should 
provide the inspiration. 


We've always had drugs but 


people are turning on to 
them now because the 'in- 
ner man' is lacking. But 
I believe there's going to 
be a change in the drug 
scene, probably because 
people are becoming more 
aware of pure things for 
the body, such as health 
foods." 

CAROLYN recently released 
a single, TORONTO UNDER-

album and is scheduled 
for a tour of England 

this fall. "My defini- 
tion of success changes 
all the time. It used to 
be I was content with a 
couple of concerts on 
weekends and writing my 
own material. Now I have 
personal goals I want to 
reach. Just to do more 
in each day than I actu- 
ally aim for."
